Much land in that vi- 
vinity had been leased and there 
may be a possibility of another 
company putting down a test well, 
as wells in the Midway area have 
proven the structure is of a freak- 
ish nature., but nothing definite as 
to further drilling has been made 
public. 


Meanwhile in the Midway field, 


a 12 and 13, producer was added 
this week in Barnsdall Oil Com- 
pany's Roberts No. 1 and 2 in sec- 
tion 11-15-24.

The fact 
is that the lasciviousness did drive 
many to unprintable reliefs, and 
that the incidence of sex crimes in- 
creased faster in the vicinities of 
burlesque houses than elsewhere. 


Encouraged by New York's act- 


ion, and fortified by the New York 
decision, other cities probably will 
follow the

Register Sugar 
Supplies 28-29 


A form by which more than 1,000,- 


000 
retailers 
and 
wholesales 


throughout the country will register 
on April 28 and 29 in connection 
with the inauguration of sugar rat- 
ioning was released Saturday by 
the Office of Price Administration. 


Distribution of this form will be- 


gin at once, and it is expected that 
copies will be available through 
the local rationing boards several 
days before the registration, which 
will take place in high schools in 
each locality. 


The registration form to be used 


by wholesales and retailers is of- 
ficially designated as OPA Form 
No. R-305. Different forms will be 
used for registration of institutions 
and industrial establishments on 
the same dates and at the same 
places. 


Registrars and advisors will be 


available at the high school on the 
registration dates to assist those 
who need help in filling out their 
blanks. However, instructions for 
its use are attached to the form, 
and OPA officials emphasize that 
so far as possible retailers and 
wholesalers should fill it out in ad- 
vance. Registrants will then need 
only to appear at the local regis- 
tration sites on one of the registra- 
tion days for the purpose of sign- 
ing and filing their registration 
blanks. Each registration must be 
signed in the presence of the reg- 
istrar, it is pointed out. 


The registration of retailers and 


.vhoiesalers is necessary in order 
to make possible the adjustment of 
sugar stocks so that each estab- 
lishment will have an equal oppor- 
tunity to serve its customers under 
the rationing plan. 
This adjust- 


ment is accomplished by comput- 
ing from information called for by 
the form an "allowable inventory" 
wh ich is intended to approximate a 
reasonable working stock for the 
business. 


If the "allowable inventory" ex- 


ceeds the inventory on hand at the 
time of registration, sugar purchase 
certificates will be issued auth- 
orizing the registrant to accept de- 
livery of sugar to make up the dif- 
ference. On the other hand, if the 
allowable inventory" 
is smaller 


than the inventory already on hand, 
the registrant will be required to 
surrender stamps or certificates ob- 
tained through the sale of sugar to 
the amount of the difference before 
additional deliveries may be ac- 
cepted.

Axis Juniors 
Better Beware

WASHINGTON — When Acting 


Secretary of State Surnner Welles 
recently warned that the U. S. 
will declare war on Hungary, Ru- 
mania and Bulgaria if they aid Hit- 
ler's armies against Russia, it sur- 
prised a great many Americans 
who had taken for granted that we 
were already at war with these 
'Axis Juniors." 


Welles' threat, coinciding 
with 


the announcement of pro-Nazi La- 
val's return to power in France, 
was the opening shot in Amer- 
ica's spring offensive on the dip- 
lomatic front. 


Hungary, Rumania and Bulgaria 


declared war on the U. S., but we 
did not retaliate, on the theory that 
their declarationse were made un- 
der Axis coercion and were not 
the will of the people. Aliens of 
those countries are free to move 
about as they wish, because they 
are not classed—yet—as "enemy 
aliens." 


U. . Recognizes "Exiled" 
Governments 
The U. S. government makes a 


wide distinction between countries 
like the above three and nations 
which have been conquered by the 
Axis and whose people are under 
the heels of th conquerors. 


Thus the American government 


grants full diplomatic recognition 
to the shadow governments of Nor- 
way. Luxembourg, Poland, Den- 
mark, Belgium, Holland, Yugos- 
lavia, Greece and Czechoslovakia. 


But there is still another cate- 


gory. Austria, which has been in- 
corporated in Hitler Germany, is 
one example and Hungary is an- 
other. In America there are Aus- 
trians and Hungarians who pro- 
claim their intent to free their 
native lands from Nazi conquest or 
domination. When such organiza- 
tions are formed, they have to re- 
port to the State Department, giv- 
ing full particulars. 


This does not mean that the 


American government gives them 
recognition such as it does to the 
exiled governments. For instance, 
the outfit that calls itself 'Free 
Austria" is not in the same class 
with Yugoslavia. 
The 
Austriatis 


have no diplomatic representative 
and no official standing. Neither 
has the "Movement for Indepen- 
dent Hungary." 


The whole matter recently came 


to' a head because of a complaint 
to Sumner Welles by Dr. Reinhold 
Niebuhr, chairman of the Union 
for Democratic Action. Dr. Nie- 
buhr thinks that some sort of of- 
ficial U. S. recognition has been 
given to Dr. Tibor Eckhardt, a 
Hungarian politician who is in this 
country nowas leader of a "Move- 
ment for Independent Hungary" 
and who has friendly relations with 
the American-Hungarian Federa 
tion.
